DEPOSIT ON APPEAL 


CASES WINDFALL 
FOR SOME LAWYERS 


Lawyers, who filed court costs 
years ago in Circuit Court and 
then won their cases and forgot 
about the deposit, have been re- 
ceiving unexpected windfalls, Cir- 
cuit Clerk Henry L. Berger dis- 
closed yesterday. 

About $4000 in amounts ranging 
from 50 cents to $50 has been dis- 
tributed so far, Berger said, and 
clerks in his office are trying to 
find the rightful owners of more 
than $150,000 posted in cash and 
collateral on appeals.

Legislators Voice Concern Over Proposals—

Cold Wave Chills All of 
California — Ice, Sleet 
Sheath Western Plains 
States. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 11 (AP)—The 
worst snow in Southern Califor- 
nia’s history. came today as the 
latest staggering blow in winter’s 
drubbing of the western. half of 
the nation. 

Los Angeles and several of its 
suburbs measured a six-inch white 
blanket, and Pasadena’s Colorado 
boulevard, scene two weeks ago of 
the Tournament of Roses floral 
Parade, was carpeted with more. 
than two inches of snow. 

The scene was an Arctic con- 
trast to the sunny summery 
weather of the Southeast where 
Birmingham, Ala., had an 82-de- 
gree temperature. However, a 
wide expanse of the country had 
severe weather conditions. 

At Sacramento, R. E. Blair. 
state fruit and nut statistician, 
said reports indicate the loss to 
the citrus crop may be less than 
25 per cent. 

Northern California also contin- 
ued in the grip of the cold spell. 

Snow, ice and sleet storms hit 
an area from the Texas-Oklahoma 
Panhandle to the Pacific Coast. 

Freezing rain and sleet covered 
an extensive area of the central 
and southern plains as far east as 
Iowa, Missouri and western IIIi- 
nois. 

Sub-zero blasts chilled areas in 
Montana, the Dakotas, Minnesota, 
Wyoming, Colorado and Idaho, 

The thermometer dropped to 24 
below at Havre, Mont.; 19 below 
at Pembina, N.D.. 16 below. at In- 
ternational Falls, Minn.; 8 below 
at Cheyenne, Wyo.; 6 below at 
Pocatello, Idaho, and 4 below at 
Denver. It was zero at Burns, 
Ore. Amarillo, Tex., reported 12 
above. 

In Kansas conditions were se- 
vere. Electricity was cut off in 
Parsons early last night and pow- 
er line breaks also were reported 
at Cherryvale, Independence, Al- 
toona, Liberty, Fredonia and Cof- 
feeville. 

All power lines were down in 
Pittsburg, Kan., last night and 
doctors completed an operation by 
flashlights.

They quoted 
Lovett as saying that in his opin-- 
ion the Politburo will take any 
course necessary to retain power, 
including war. 

Within the Politburo, Lovett is 
reported to have said, war is re- 
garded as an instrument to per 
petuate Communism, a method to 
be used whenever the members 
agree that fighting is necessary 
to gain their ends, and that they 
can win. 

No mention was made, commit- 
tee members said, of President 
Truman’s recent statement that 
some Russian leaders favor an 
agreement with the United States 
which would bring peace. He alsa 
said last June that Stalin is a 
“prisoner” of the politburo. 

The committee engaged in a 45- 
minute discussion of the legal as- 
pects of American occupation of 
part of Berlin. Members said 
Lovett held out no specific hope 
of any early settlement ef the dif- 
ferences with Russia there. He 
was said to have reported that the 
American air lift will make it pos- 
sible for this country to remain in 
Berlin indefinitely. ee

Hubert Bates (Dem.) Lexington, 
now state collector of revenue, was 
appointed today by Gov. Forrest 
Smith as director of the State De- 
partment of Revenue.

Jordan, “can only be interpreted 
as being designed to threaten the 
pregion of Israeli lying in the 
Southern Negeb.” 

He charged further ¢hat recent 
British moves in the Middle East 
are fomenting “an artificial crisis” 
on the eve of Israeli-Egyptian 
armistice ‘negotiations recently ar- 
ranged by acting U.N. Mediator 
Ralph J. Bunche. 

Aqaba is a tiny port in the cor- 
ner of Trans-Jordan, where British 
troops were sent last week. 

In Washington, Isaac Ben-Zvi, 
president of Israel's National 
Council, said in a press confer- 
ence today that an Israeli port 
on the Gulf of Aqaba, an arm of 
the Red Sea, would open the way 
for sea supply of the Negeb, desert 
area over which the Jews and 
Egyptians have been fighting. 

Under the United Nations par- 
tition plan, Israel has a five-mile 
coastline on the Gulf of Aqaha, 
he said. , 


BRITISH VERSION 
OF AIR INCIDENT 


LONDON, Jan. 11 (AP)—The 
British Air Ministry asserted to- 
night that all five Royal Air Force 
planes shot down last Friday by 
Israelis were attacked while fly- 
ing over Egypt. 

The Israeli Foreign Office said 

earlier today that the  British- 
Jewish air engagements “undeni- 
ably” took place over Israeli ter- 
ritory. 
The British Air Ministry con- 
ceded in a communique that “one 
or two” of the British planes may 
have been driven across the bor- 
der into Jewish territory while 
the attacks on them were under- 
way. 7 
This disagreement on where the 
aerial fights took place added fuel 
to the crisis which was precipi- 
tated when the five planes—four 
Spitfires and a Tempest—were 
shot down last week near the 
Egyptian-Palestine border. 

Won't Press Issue in U.N. 

It has become clear that Britain 
will not press a case against 
Israel in the United Nations. In- 
stead, British representatives 
probably will have to explain to 
the U.N., in answer to an Israeli 
charge what British planes were 
doing at the Palestine-Egypt bor- 
der. 

That question was being asked 


jepenly in Britain. The Manchester 


Guardian wanted to know what 
British planes were doing over the 
Israeli-Egyptian battle area. The 
Times cautioned the Government 
that the issue can be settled only 
by moderation. 

In Tel Aviv, an Israeli spokes- 
man accused Britain of waging a 
“vindictiv’é campaign” against 
Israel. Lt. Col. Moshe Perlman, 
spokesman for the Israeli foreign 
ministry, said none regretted more 
than his government the un- 
happy loss of life of British pilots” 
of planes shot down last Friday. 
He then reviewed the case in a 


sponsibility on the British. 

The Israeli Government, Perl- 
man said, places the blame “wholly 
upon those, whether in London or

Bill in House, Senate to Set Up 
15 Billion Fund to Aid Industry 


Measure Calls for Loans or Grants Through 


RFC to Business, States or Regional 


Agencies. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (AP)— 
A far-reaching bill to spur “in- 
vestment, industrial activity and 
production of goods and services” 
with Government money was be- 
fore Congress today. 

It seemed almost certain to be- 
come the center of a rousing fight 
between its Democratic backers 
and Republicans who cried “so- 
cialism” at a less sweeping pro- 
gram proposed by President Tru- 
man. 

The measure was presented yes- 
terday by Representative Patman 
(Dem.), Texas and Senators Mur- 
ray (Dem.), Montana and Spark- 
man (Dem.), Alabama. 

It would set up a Reconstruc- 


tion Finance Corporation Fund of 


15 billion dollars to stimulate’ in- 
dustry with loans or grants to the 
high production levels Truman 
called for in his economic report 
last week. If necessary, states or 


regional agencies could borrow 
from the fund to build and oper- 
ate their own industrial enter- 
prises. 

G. O. F. Opposition Expected. 

The President had asked Con- 
gress for Government authority 
(a) to lend construction funds to 
the steel industry or (b) to build 
steel mills itself if the first step 
failed to meet production needs. 

That proposal drew strong Re- 
publican criticism. The measure 
introduced yesterday, which could 
cause the test Government 


since the great depression, seemed 
sure to draw even heavier G.O.P. 
fire. 

Declaring that the bill would 
meet “ominous signs of weaken- 
ing in some lines of business 
activity,” its sponsors said it was 
aimed at making the nation’s 
economy “self-regulating, and 
thereby avoid the extreme fluctu-

The RFC would “actively seek” 
to keep industrial levels high by 
granting loans from its “capital 
development fund” to: (1) private 
business; (2) states, for stimula-; II 
tion of local industries; and (3) re- 
gional agencies such as the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority. 

The RFC could make loans on 
any terms, and where even the 
most favorable financing would 
be im could make out- 
right grants. Grants would be 
subject to congressional approval. 


The measure, its sponsors said, 
“would afford a continuous pres- 
sure toward maintenance of full

© Killers at Time of Explosion—Speculation 
on Long-Time Danger From Deadly Atoms 
Rising to Stratosphere, Spreading.

NEW YORK, Jan. 11 (AP). 


TOMIC bombs carry seven kinds of death and injury. Three- 
and-a-half years after the first bomb it is safe to say there are 
no more kinds. Five of the death-dealers are in the flash and 


the first few seconds afterward. 
hang around for years. 
The first is concussion. 


The others come later and may 


This atomic blast knocks down nearly 


all kinds of present-day structures for a mile on all sides. It wrecks 


them for two miles, and sometimes farther. 


ever. The blast does this if the 
tops of the tallest buildings. If it 
won't travel so far. 

The second is heat, millions of 
degrees in the interior of the 
bursting bomb. This heat spreads 
at the speed of light, but thins 
rapidly. There is still enough to 
set fire to anything inflammable 
within a mile. Some things blaze 
at two miles. . 

Both Kinds Deadly. 


Third is the radio-active rays. | 


These are instantaneous and come 
from the flash. There are two 
kinds, both equally deadly. One 
is Gamma rays, which are the 
same as X-rays. The other is 
neutrons. The Gamma rays are 
likely to be fatal at a mile. They 
cause hair to fall out at more 
than a mile. The neutrons travel 
not much more than a half-mile. 

Fourth is ultra-violet light, in 
the form of a flash of powerful 
sun-tan rays. These make bad 
burns at more than two miles on 
exposed human flesh. They do nct 
kill, but a person sunbathing 
could get a fatal flash burn. 

Fifth is the fireball. This is a 
ball of white-hot air and other 
atoms, that forms at the spot 
where he bomb exploded. It is a 
miniature sun several hundred 
yards in diameter and it can burn 
you badly at a mile away. It also 
emits tremendous doses of Gamma 
rays. This ball rises rapidly and 
cools quickly, changing from 
white hot to red, and then stretch- 
ing out into the long stem and 
multicolored mushroom. The fire- 
‘ball is dangerous for probably not 
‘more than 10 seconds. By that 
time it has risen out of harm’s 
way. 

The long reach of these perils 
has been measured in the world’s 
first five atomic bomb explosions. 

How much longer will death’s 
arms be in bigger bombs? The 
answer is, not nearly as much as 
‘the increase in power or energy. 
If the area of complete destruc- 
tion is one mile wide, for in- 
Stance, doubling the power of the 
bomb would increase the range 
about a fifth of a mile. 

The Sixth Peril. 

After the explosion, you face the 
sixth peril, This is from transmu- 
tation, i. e., the charge from one 
element to another. The neutrons 
in the original flash hit billions of 
atoms on and near the earth's sur- 
face. These hits change the atoms 
into new chemical elements, all 
of them radio-active. 

The neutrons can change some 
of the gold in your teeth, or the 
watch or cigarette lighter in your 
pocket, They can transmute some 
of the carbon in your body and 
the phosphorus in your bones and 
brain. The gold teeth, watch, 
cigarette case or internal changes 
are not likely to kill you. But the 


There is an “if,” how- 
bomb is exploded well above the 
hits on the ground, the concussion 


teeth, watch and case will cause 
radio-active burns if you carry 
them for a few days. 

All this is something new. So 
little is known about the longtime 
effects that you cannot afford to 
take a chance. Doctors will Geiger- 
count you to see if you are wear- 
ing anything that is temporarily 
a miniature atomic bomb. 

The seventh death is speculative. 
Some authorities declare number 
seven is really the greatest risk 
of all. They say that maybe it can 
hurt more people than atomic ex- 
plosions. 

This risk is the radio-active 
atoms that rise into the strato- 
sphere, and spread ultimateiy a!! 
over the world. Finally they fall 
to the earth and into the oceans. 
What a heavy fall can do was 
shown by Bikini’s underwater ex- 
plosion, where they fell in the 
rain. 

Danger is Retained. 

After they come down, these 
atoms in many cases will be just 
as dangerous 100 years from now 
as at the instant they were born 
in the ‘atom-splitting explosion. 
The bomb’s plutonium, most of 
which does not split, but vaporizes, 
is equally dangerous and will re- 
main so for thousands of years. 

There is no doubt about the 
spread. A few weeks after. the 
Bikini air bomb, some of the new 
atoms were picked up in the air 


5000 miles away. 

The atoms that settle to earth 
will be too thinly spread to harm 
those upon whom they fall. The 
speculation is about plants and 
minute animals and fish that use 
these atoms as food. Will the 


plants pick up and concentrate 
the atoms? It is known that the 
algae in the sea do just this. 

If food plants do the same as 
algae, man and animals will eat 
them and also the accumulated 
radio-active atoms. The eating will 
not shorten the lives of the atoms 
by a single second. The unknown 
question is how much of this 
atomic stuff man can take. 

A build-up of those radio-active 
atoms that are known already to 
stay when they get inside the hu- 
man body, theoretically can cause 
illness death. 

This sickness will not strike for 
many years. It will take that 
long, both to. eat enough atoms 
and to wait for their effects, for 
they do no immediate harm. They 
are delayed-action atomic pills. 

The speculations on this linger- 
ing atomic risk split three ways. 
One school of thought says it is 
the worst danger of all, threaten- 
ing the entire world. Another 
says, we don’t know yet how seri- 
ous this may be. The third says, 


we certainly will find protection.

RUSSIA TO RETURN 
AMERICAN CRUISER 
BEFORE MARCH 1 


Milwaukee Was Lent to So- 
viets to Guard Murmansk 
Shipping in 1944. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (AP)— 
Russia has promised to return the 
American cruiser Milwaukee to the 
United States before March 1, dip- 
lomatic officials said today. 

A Russian crew will sail the 
26-year-old warship to Lewes, Del., 
when Italy hands over to Russia 
the cruiser Duca d’Aosta as part 
of Italian war reparations. 

Under a wartime agreement, 
Russia must return the Milwaukee 
and 12 warships borrowed from 
Britain as soon as it gets 35 
Italian war vessels awarded to the 
Soviets under the Italian peace 
treaty. 

Moscow already has notified 
Britain it will begin returning the 
British warships Jan. 15. Included 
is the battleship Royal Sovereign. 

The 8030-ton Milwaukee was 
turned over to the Russians in 
1944 by the Navy to help guard 
the vital sea lanes to Murmansk. 
It probably. will be retired from 
active service once it is returned. 
The Soviet Government also has 
promised to return three large 
American icebreakers and 28 
frigates it borrowed from the 
American Navy. The State Depart- 
ment is negotiating with the Rus- 
sian Embassy .on the date.

For Truman s Choice of Acheson 


President Likely to Rely on Judgment of 
New Secretary of State, Who Has Deep 
Understanding of Conflict With Russia.

new appointment as important as 


that of Secretary of State is like the introduction of a new and 
powerful chemical into a complicated and delicately balanced 
formula. All sorts of subsidiary reactions are bound to take place. 
The most interesting and important of the reactions to the appoint- . 
ment of Dean G. Acheson will be its effects on the White House and 


on the Congress. 

Acheson is distinctly the per- 
sonal choice of President Truman 
for Secretary of State. In: part, of 
course, the appointment was a 
consequence of a process of elimi- 
nation—the choice of Chief Justice 
Fred M. Vinson or of Justice Wil- 
liam O. Douglas would have dis- 
rupted the Supreme Court, and W. 
Averell Harriman’s Wall Street 
background was thought to be a 
political disadvantage. In part, 
too, the objective conclusion was 
reached that Acheson, by experi- 
ence and ability, was pre-eminent- 
ly fitted for the post. 

Truman Likes Acheson. 

An even more compelling rea- 
son, however, according to those 
who should know, was simply that 
the President likes Acheson very 
much, admires him greatly, and 
is certain that he can work with 
him closely and successfully. This 
in itself suggests one change 
which is likely to take place in 
the relationship between the White 
House and the State Department. 

Until now Truman’s role in the 
making of foreign policy has been 
with few exceptions confined to an 
almost automatic approval of what 
his Secretary of State was doing. 
This will be so no longer. Truman 
has no intention of becoming his 
own Secretary of State. But he 
does intend that the final author- 
ity should be definitely and clearly 
his. And it was largely for this 
reason that he appointed as Secre- 
tary a man with whom he was 
certain that a successful working 
relationship could be established. 

This does not mean, of course, 
that the basic direction of Ameri- 
can policy will be altered. Aside 
from Truman’s own testimony and 
the appointment of Acheson, him- 
self one of the chief architects of 
the policy of firmness toward the 
Soviet Union, the most striking 


evidence on this point is Truman’s 
attitude toward Secretary of De- 
fense James Forrestal. 

Forrestal a Target. 

Forrestal has been one of the 
chief targets of those who have 
been calling on the President to 
“stop the cold war” by turning 
over most of the world to the 
Soviet Union. Reports have ema- 
nated from these sources that 
Forrestal will be asked to resign 
soon after Marshall leaves. In 
fact, it can be stated on undoubted 
authority that Truman has let 
Forrestal know that he is deeply 
grateful for the service Forrestal 
has rendered, and that he wants 
Forrestal to stay so long as he can 
be prevailed on to do so. 

Yet, though the President is in 
no mood for appeasing either the 
Soviet Union or the admirers of 
Henry Wallace, the appointment 
of Acheson is fortunate for the 
country, in view of Truman’s well 
known impulsiveness. For Ache- 
son has a deep and hard-earned . 
understanding of the real nature 
of the conflict between the Soviet . 
Union and the Western world. 
The President occasionally seems 
tempted to believe that he can 
resolve the conflict by pulling 4 
rabbit out of his hat. Acheson ‘ 
knows that he cannot, and ‘the. 
President is pretty certain to rely 
on Acheson's judgment, in which 
he has great confidence. 

There is no assurance, however, 
that the successful relationship 
which seems to be in prospect be- 
tween the State Department and 
the White House will also evolve 
between the State Department and . 
the Congress. Two great issues’ 
will soon confront the Congress. 
One is the North Atlantic Pact, 
designed to form the keystone of . 
American foreign policy. Tue other 
is the rearmament of western

The 
Un-American Activities Committee had 
made public no charges whatever con- 
cerning Mr. Duggan before his death. 
- Pestimony concerning Mr. Duggan was 
given the committee in secret session 
and he knew nothing about it, nor did 
anyone else not present at the session. 
There were no “wild charges” made and 
there was no “attendant publicity” what- 
-poever. The committee had never ques-

There will be wails about hordes of lazy bu- 


reauerats in Washington, and lamentations about 
*> “socialistic”. money squandering. Before join- 


ing in that choral of complaint, the average tax- 
payer had better study Mr. Truman’s budget 
message. Does it show that federal services are 


not worth what they cost? 


We doubt it. | 
Granted that this is the highest peacetime 


budget in American history. It runs to 41.9 bil- 


lion dollars—or 1.7 billions more than were ex- 
pended in the last fiscal year. At present rates 
of taxation, it implies a deficit of 873 millions. 
Still, at the highest possible interpretation, reg- 
ular functions account for only 25 per cent of 
the expenditures recommended by the President. 


The big money is going for war—the war that 
may be just ahead and the one that is just be- 
hind us. Roughly, one-half of the budget total 
21 billions—is earmarked for national defense 
and for aid to friendly nations overseas. 


The armed services are to get 14.3 billions 
compared with 11.8 billions given them in the 
preceding fiscal year. They would like to have 
still another 10 billions. But even defense has 
to be kept within the realm of what the United 
States can afford. 

On top of this, 6.7 billions are set aside for 
foreign aid. This represents a cut from the 7.2 
billions used for this purpose in the last year. 
Another huge war-connected item is represented 
by 11 billions—or more than 25 per cent of the 
budget—for veterans’ benefits. 

After setting aside 5.4 billions for interest on 
the national debt, there is—relatively speaking 
—not so very much left for peacetime expendi- 
tures, especially since these include 1.9 billions 
for the further development of atomic energy. 
These must come out of about 10 billions. 


Out of that sum also must come all the ordi- 
nary expenses of the various governmental de- 
partments—the postoffice, the courts, agricul- 
ture, national parks, mints, statistical services 
for industry and labor, etc., etc., etc. Long over- 
due salary increases come under this heading. 
And what is worth special emphasis, all the so- 
called welfare expenditures also must come out 
of this quarter of the budget. 

These include 2.4 billions for an expanded so- 
cial security program, the controverted health 
insurance proposal and the like. Slum clear- 
ance and housing proposals also are accounted 
for here. In the end, less than 2 billions—con- 
siderably less than 5 per cent of the whole 
budget—remains for routine running expenses. 
Not very much, considering the noise which can 
be raised over it. 3 

This, of course, is not to say that Government 
should not be economical. It must be. As a 
matter of fact, the President already has cut 
back the veterans’ hospital program since it be- 
came clear that plans had outstripped needs. It 
may be that the Congress will be able to find a 
few soft spots that escaped the White House. 
But in doing so, it should keep the whole budg- 
etary picture in perspective. 

Congress would do well to follow the Presi- 
dent’s urging and vote to raise à billions more in 


revenue. That would help to meet the bill and 


also allow something for the reduction in the 
national debt, instead of just shifting part of the 
present’s burden into the future. There will 
be plenty of new expenses in the years ahead, 
war or no war. The best way to be sure of 
meeting them is to operate on a pay-as-you-go 
basis now. 
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Funds for an Important Project 

The Daniel and Florence Guggenheim Founda- 
tion has underwritten for seven years the estab- 
lishment at California Institute of Technology 
and at Princeton university of national centers 
for development of rocket and jet propulsion. 
The schools provide buildings and equipment 
and the foundation provides $500,000 for salaries 
and expenses of professors and students. 

Both schools have been doing extensive rocket 
and jet research for the armed services for 
several years.

Remembering the troubled days when Abra- 
ham Lincoln lived in Springfield, Carl Sandburg 
recited these words at the inauguration of Adlai 
E. Stevenson as Governor of Illinois. Their stern 
measure may not have been a text for the oc- 
casion, but they do describe its serious mood. 
The new executive has opened his administration 
with a clear call to constructive public service 
in which partisanship should have no place. 

Gov. Stevenson’s address shows that he knows 
he was elected by the people of Illinois in a 
revolution at the polls. He knows that it was 
a victory for good government that rose above 
party, that many thousands of Republicans helped 
give him his unprecedented majority in a desire 
to turn the state government back to the people. 
Like. the late Charles Evans Hughes, one of 
America’s greatest Governors, Adlai Stevenson 
knows that national party divisions have little 
or no bearing on state and municipal problems. 
He knows it and he said as much and he was ap- 
plauded warmly for his forthright words. 

If there are those who think of the return 
of the Democratic party to Springfield solely as 
a means to patronage, state jobs and party man- 
agement of affairs, Gov. Stevenson must have 
raised their sights higher than ever before. As 
he went through the functions of the state— 
public welfare, conservation, education, utility 
regulation, police protection, highway building, 
mine control—one theme ran throughout: a pub- 
lic personnel on a professional basis. Among 
the many quotable Hnes this one is memorable: 
“Too large a segment of our employes are po- 
litical transients rather than career servants.” 

After the Centralia disaster, not only IIlinois- 
ans but many citizens over the country are in- 
terested in the proposals designed to prevent an- 
other such sacrifice of men’s lives on the crass 
altar of corporate greed. The new Governor 
proposes a two-front attack first, extension of 
civil service to mine inspectors and most of the 
other employes of the Department of Mines; 
two, a rewriting “in their entirety” of the out- 
moded state mining laws. 

Gov. Stevenson did not shy at constitutional 
Indicting the state’s 1870 Constitution 
as a roadblock, he stated persuasively the case 
for a modern constitution. And he hit hard at 
the bickering between state and local govern- 
ments over tax receipts. As he ‘said, taxpayers 
have a right to economical administration of 
both: “It is our obligation to squeeze the waste 
out of governments at every level.” If local 
communities are to have state funds, which many 
of them sorely need, they must join the state 
in putting their houses in order. 

A Legislature which responds to a message 
like this one will distinguish itself. Since the 
Illinois body has a Republican Senate and a 
Democratic House, it will particularly distinguish 
itself by dropping partisan rivalries to carry the 
state long strides forward. :

Aloys Kaufmann: has been a mighty good 
Mayor and, as an individual, is a fine human 
being. It’s to be regretted that he has decided 
to quit public office, but that is his business and 
we hope and ‘believe he will make good in what- 
ever private tasks ‘he undertakes. Mr. Albanese 
said recently that Mayor Kaufmann, who has had 
extensive connections with public officials 
throughout the country in the course of his 
mayoralty, is more honored elsewhere than at 
home. 

Maybe so. It is not an unusual phenomenon. 
But we think Kaufmann is well appreciated here, 
too. He came to the mayoralty in August, 1943, 
when he was not yet 41 years old, after the tragic 
death of William Dee Becker. At once, he sought 


and followed good advice, and applied himself 


to an-onerous job with industry and a most be- 
coming modesty. 

During this period, he was offered member- 
ship in an exclusive downtown club where, as it 
happened, he had once worked at the cigar coun- 
ter. He declined on the ground that he was a 
political accident and said he wanted to win the 
mayoralty in his own right before he accepted 
such invitations. ‘That was characteristic. In 
1944, the people had become so impressed by 
their hard-working young Republican Mayor 
that he was elected, in face of a Roosevelt land- 
slide, to fill out Mayor Becker’s unexpired term. 
Many, many Democrats split their tickets to that 
end. . 

Continuing to gain prestige, Kaufmann won a 
full four-year term in April, 1945, by an over- 
whelming victdry over the Democratic candi- 
date. In the meantime, Kaufmann has grown 
in stature and in confidence, but he has never 
let success go to his head. He is the antithesis 
of the stuffed shirt. To all types of people, he 
is friendly and sympathetic, and has always been 
able to laugh most heartily at jokes at his own 
expense. .

munications, transportation and key indus- 
tries. The theory is that well-disciplined 
cadres in those vital places will be able, on 
R-day, to throw the country into the kind 
of overwhelming confusion required for the 
lightning political coup to succeed. So the 
main organizational effort has been im 
such places. 

They had apparently been doing fairly

In 
Russia in Lenin’s day it was a good theory. 


The trouble with the United States—from 
the Communist view—is that there is no 
great, lumpish mass of workers to knead. 
These workers have never been the slaves 
or serfs of anyone. They have remained, 
to a greater degree than anywhere else in 
the world, individuals. 

In a prosperous land, where a voice in 
government has been guaranteed them 
from the beginning, they have wrested for 
themselves the money and the leisure 
necessary to become informed; with this 
higher skill and enlightenment they have 
won stil] more, and are still winning it. 

In a nation where information has been 
free they have been able to weigh a propo- 
sition for themsélves—to go back of the 
words and examine the facts. Sometimes 
they have been complacent—complacent 
enough at times to sit back and let George 
or Ivan do it. But when the chips have 
been down, as they are now, they have had 
the stuff to take care of themselves. 


The Communists have been meeting some 
degree of the same problem in Central 
Europe, but there they always had the 
ponderous Red Army at hand as a per- 
suader. Here they lack that ace-in-the- 
hole, and theyre bogging down miserably.

He 
admired his efficiency and his in- 
tellectual capacity. 

One thing that pleases the White 
House is that there were no last- 
minute leaks. They were care- 
fully guarded against. At 10:15, 
with his press conference due to 
assemble in a quarter of an hour, 
the President telephoned Demo- 
cratic and Republican leaders on 
Capitol Hill. Most of the specu- 
lation had centered on Chief Jus- 
tice Vinson. 


The President could not reach 
Senator Vandenberg, now ranking 
minority member of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, be- 
cause Vandenberg had been called 
to New York by his wife’s illness. 
From the Republican perspective, 
the appointment is a controversial 
one; only less controversial than 
if the appointee had been Justice 
Douglas, who was also rumored 
as a possibility. 


Truman’s Choice. 


Therein lies the chief signifi- 
cance of Acheson’s appointment, 
politically speaking. Marshall 
had suffered his iliness and oper- 
ation a year ago, then the Presi- 
dent would have had to placate 
the Republican majority in the 
Senate with a “non-controversial” 
nomination.

The 
ball opened on a note of grand 
formality, but soon developed into 
a happy victory celebration for 
the Smith followers in particular, 
and Democrats generally. 

Gov. and Mrs, Smith led the 
grand march in the Capitol ro- 
tunda to open the affair. They 
were followed by the new elective 
state officials and members of 
the Governor’s staff of honorary 
colonels and their wives. All 
were greeted with enthusiastic ap- 
plause. 

Mrs. Smith wore a gown ' of 
white crepe, trimmed with silver. 
She also wore a handsome $3500 
platinum and diamond lavaliere, 
the gift of the 20 honorary colo- 
nels from St. Louis. Their gift 
to Gov. Smith was a watch. 

The orchestra played a waltz 
to accommodate the tastes of the 
Governor and special guests, and 
then stepped up the tempo with 
livelier selections to get the ball 
rolling. Later in the evening some 
young women in evening gowns 
carried out letters which spelled: 
“Gov. Smith,” as the orchestra 
played For He's a Jolly Good 
Fellow.”

13,103 HOSPITAL BEDS 
IN CITY, COUNTY; 
MORE ARE NEEDED 


Only 42 More Than Total on 
March 1, 1947 in General 


Service, Agency Says. 


St. Louis and St. Louis county 
have a total of 13,103 hospital 
beds, including 7071 in general 
hospitals, the Social Planning 
Council reported today. That 
number, the council contended, is 


insufficient to meet the need, and 
hospitals here are “loaded to ca- 
pacity.” 

The total of 7071 beds in, gen- 
eral hospitals is only 42 more 
than the total on March 1, 1947, 
the council said. That year the 
agency said the city and county 
would need 4280 more beds by 
1960, an increase of 330 each 
year. 

Pointing out that recommended 
national average is 4.5 to 5 general 
hospital beds for each 1000 resi- 
dents, the agency said the ratio 
here is 5.6, based on an estimated 
population of 1,252,000. This area 
needs more beds than average, 
however, because many non-resi- 
dents come here for medical care, 
the report said. 


FATHER REINERT ON COLLEGE 
ANTI-DISCRIMINATION BODY 


» The Rev. Paul C. Reinert S.J., 


president of St. Louis University, 
is attending the annual convention 
of the Association of American 
Colleges in New York as a newly- 
appointed member of the organiz- 
ation’s Commission on Minority 
Groups in Higher Education. 

The commission expects to 
start a nation-wide campaign to 
prevent the enactment of coercive 
legislation against discrimination 
in the admission policies of col- 
leges and universities. Members 
of the commission were chosen be- 
cause of their known opposition to 
discriminatory practices, but are 
of the opinion that legislation 
would impose too great a degree 
of state control over institutions.

Louis University was chosen for 
representation on the commission 
because of its leadership in ad- 
mitting Negroes to its faculty and 
student body.

Vocally Is ‘Chere Nuit,’ 
by Bachelet.

Lily Pons, the coloratura so- 
prano, and her husband, Andre 
Kostelanetz, gave a musical party 
last night in the Kiel Auditorium 
Convention Hall in collaboration 
with the St. Louis Symphony Or- 
chestra and Edith Schiller, the 
pianist. The weather was scarcely 
favorable to a fete galante but 
about 6000 St. Louisans showed 
up anyhow and from all indica- 
tions a good time was had by all, 
including the musicians. 

Miss Pons was in good voice and 
sang a number of songs which, 
though well diversified, fell into’ 
two familiar categéries. The first 
was designed to show off the tech- 


nique of coloratura singing and 
the second to affirm her more 
important, if less advertised, ca- 
pacity as a lyric artist. For the 
taste of this reporter, “Chere 
Nuit,” by Bachelet, was the high 
point of the evening so far as the 
vocal offerings were concerned. 
Its style was perfect. It had a 
graceful, subtly colored fluency of 
line and a smooth, poetically in- 
flected phrasing that reflected a 
discriminating appraisal of what 
the music was about. 

Gounod Waltz Charmingly Done. 

The Waltz from Gounod’s “Mi- 
reille“ was also charmingly done, 
and Miss Pons made an effective 
showing with agile skips und 
flourishes of LaForge’s arrange- 
ment of Johann Strauss's waltz, 
“Voices of Spring.” What lan- 
guage she was singing, however, 
couldn’t be determined. 

Of the out-and-out coloratura 
arias, the “Bell Song” from 
“Lakme” was the most brilliantly 
enunciated. The audience ap- 
plauded everything with equal fer- 
vor and induced Miss Pons to sing 
several encores. 

Aside from the judicious accom- 
paniments furnished for the songs, 
the orchestra under Mr. Kostelan- 
etz played several familiar num- 
bers from the middle-brow classi- 
fication and one novelty, the “Mas- 
querade Suite,” by the Soviet eom- 
poser Aram Khatchaturian. This 
is scored in a light, conventionally 
romantic style and has some good 
tunes. 

The arrangement of the orches- 
tra across a shallow stage and the 
use of amplifying instruments sur- 
rounded the performance with 
such unfamiliar acoustic condi- 
tions that it was impossible to 
judge the playing closely. From 
seats near the stage and slightly 
to the right the ‘cellos were more 
prominent than any other section 
at any dynamic level below fortis- 
simo. 

Precise, Fervid Playing. 

It was possible to tell, however, 
that the band was playing with 
precision and fervor and that oc- 
casional solo passages by flute, 
oboe, English horn and first cello 
were beautifully done. 

One of the most striking fea- 
tures of the evening was the per- 
formance of Gershwin’s “Rhapsody 
in Blue.” It was out of balance, 
that is to say, the orchestral tex- 
ture didn’t inclose the piano in 
ensemble passages but stood apart 
from it. Miss Schiller made it ex- 
citing, however, by her sharp and 
expressive delivery of the solo 
part. Its chief quality was its 
rhythmic vitality; in this respect 
it was completely authoritative, 
having a galvanic propulsion and 
the utmost precision in timing and 
quantitative values. I. was also 
richly inflected and when neces- 
sary appropriately expansive, The 
“Rhapsody” was enthusiastically

RIGHT OF BURLINGTON LINE 
TO DROP TWO TRAINS UPHELD 


Right of the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Railroad to discontinue 
two trains that ran at night be-

Says He Got His Big Break in Show Business in Answer to Prayer—Worked Hard, Too

N his slightly informa! attire of 

red bathrobe, bare feet and 5 

o’clock shadow, Danny Thomas 
in one corner—one corner of his 
hotel suite — looked like a con- 
tender for some title fistic or mus- 
cular. This resemblance isn't too 
far afield, as fans of comedian 
Thomas believe he’s a contender, 
and the leading one, for the title 
of “funniest man in the world. 
Thomas, who celebrated his thirty- 
fifth birthday the day he arrived 
in St. Louis, to open an engage- 
ment at the Chase Club, isn’t so 
sure about the title but admits 
that he’s had a lot of battles in 
those 35 years. 

First there was the traditional 
battle of rags-to-riches, a child- 
hood in which Danny alternated 
between singing in the choir and 
selling candy at a burlesque the- 
ater, aspiring al] the while to be 
an entertainer. Then there was 
the battle of the bistros, in which 
he rose for a two-figure to five- 
figure-a-week salary, and more re- 
cently the battle of Hollywood, in 
which he proved that a man with 
a funny nose could win the beau- 
tiful girl in a movie. 


We brought up the nose first, it 
being the first thing that comes 
to mind when you see Danny.

S we may have said before, we 
are all in favor of complete 
home fire insurance but you've 
got to remember that even*the 
most wonderful insurance policy 
in the world won’t do you much 
good when you are caught on top 
of a burning building. What you 
need then is a nice long ladder. 
Too many of our homes are fire 
traps and once they start to burn, 
getting out to safety is tough 
going. Now you can't very well 
rébuild your home at the drop of 
a hat but you can take the time 
and thought to plan how each 
member of the household can get 
out of the place regardless of 
where he might happen to be or 
where the frre might originate. 
Solving this problem may involve 
some expense in the form of fire 
ropes or ladders and it may even 
involve a few family fire drills. 
Every member of a household 
should be aware that the smoke, 
gas and overheated air that ac- 
companies a fire are just as dan- 
gerous if not more so than the 
actual flames. For this reason they 
should never suddenly open a door 
where there is a fire. The sudden 
onrush of hot air and smoke may 
knock them out cold. Hither feel 
the door to see if it is warm or 
sniff along the edges for signs of 
smoke. If things seem warm on 
the other side, better not open that 
door—find tome other means of 
exit and figuring out that other 
exit is what you should be doing 
right now.

“I finally decided that business 
couldn't be run on séntiment or 
turned into a substitute for a 
satisfactory old age pension sys- 
tem. I quit. I went back to the 
old policy of hiring women under 
45. I’m making more money and 
have less trouble. It's too bad, 
but those are plain facts.”

WELL ALL have to admit that 
in some cases those are plain 
facts, Mr. McM. But there are 
two sides to the picture. As com- 
pared with young women, some 
employers have reported that old- 
er women were more serious and 
interested in holding their jobs, 
not continually short of sleep from 
staying out too late on dates the 
night. before, more prompt and 
efficient. 

There never will be “a satisfac- 
tory old-age pension system” if 
that means creating a huge group 
of dependents who are forced to 
be parasites and deprived of any 
constructive and productive part 
in life. But the facts you recite 
do demand that women be pre- 
pared to continue work in one 
way or another, as long as they 
live, and without regard to wheth- 
er they must work for financial 
reasons. (The same is true of men, 
of course.)

North was not pleased when his 
partner took him out of the two- 
club double, and his displeasure 
probably played a part in his sub- 
sequent redouble of the four-heart 
contract. However, merely on the 
basis of his high cards, North was 
justified in redoubling. It was 
really East who was rash when 
he doubled four hearts, although 
his sure tricks in the trump suit 
could scarcely fail to offer tempta- 
tion. 

West opened the club king. Dum- 
my's ace won, and declarer, seeing 
the advisability of making as 
many low trumps as possible, im- 
mediately ruffed a club. He then 
laid down two top trumps, dis- 
carding a diamond from dummy, 
and when, as he expected, West 
showed out, he cashed the king 
of diamonds and led to dummy’s 
diamond ace. Now he returned an- 
other club. East, to prevent a 
“cheap” ruff by declarer, ruffed 
this trick himself, but South was 
quite willing to discard his losing 
diamond. 

East returned a trump, which 
went to South’s queen. So now 
cashed the spade ace and king 
and led still another club. East 
properly discarded a spade and 
South ruffed. 

South thus cashed in five of his 
own trumps, two spades, two dia- 
monds and one club, and fulfilled 
the redoubled contract, although 
he gpparently had started out 
with one spade, one diamond and 
two trump losers.
